FOUNDATION PLANS AND

Before excavating it is advisable to secure from 
us the foundation plans of the “Dura-Bilt” Home you have selected 
to build. Our foundation plans show exact location of grade door and 
basement window openings. They also give exact dimensions of neces. 
sary footings, walls and piers. In no case should a foundation for a 
“Dura-Bilt” Home be built without our foundation plan to give you 
necessary measurements and information. 


DIMENSION AND SHEATHING LUMBER 


All 2 in. framing lumber, wall sheathing, sub-flooring and roof boards 
regularly furnished in sound knotted Yellow Pine. 


FOUNDATION WALL PLATE OR BOND TIMBER 


2 in. x 6 in., surfaced four sides and cut to fit, furnished to lay on top 
of the foundation wall to insure an even bearing for the first floor 
joists. 

GIRDER 


Size 6 in. x 8 in., surfaced four sides and cut to fit. It is a well-known 
fact that a built-up timber is stronger than a solid timber and is much 
easier to handle. We therefore furnish material cut to proper lengths 
to make a built-up timber. : 


GIRDER POSTS 


Iron posts 4 in. in diameter, with cast-iron cap and base. These posts 
are furnished in sufficient number for spacing not more than 8 ft. 
apart. 


FIRST FLOOR JOISTS 


2in. x 8 in. or 2 in. x 10 in., according to span, surfaced four sides and 
cut to fit, spaced 16 in. on centers. 


SECOND FLOOR JOISTS 


2 in. x 8 in, or 2 in. x 10 in., according to span, surfaced four sides and 
cut to fit, spaced 16 in. on centers. 


CEILING JOISTS 
2 in. x 6 in., surfaced four sides and cut to fit. 


BRIDGING 


2in. x 2in., or I in. x 3 in., mitered to fit. A double row between all 
2in. x 8 in. and 2 in. x 10 in, joists having a span of over 14 ft. 


RAFTERS 


2 in. x 6 in, for all main rafters, surfaced four sides, spaced not over 
24 in. on centers. The rafters are all carefully Jaid out and cut in 
our mill, ready to erect on job.

STUDDING 


2 in. x 4 in. surfaced four sides and all cut to fit, 
spaced 16 in. on centers. Trebled at corners of 
outside walls and doubled at top of window 
openings and at top and sides of all door 
openings, also wherever extra strength is 
required. Top plates of all partitions and out- 
side walls are doubled; single plates at bottom. 


WALL SHEATHING 


1in., dressed and matched or ship-lap, furnished

furnish this material in quantities to allow for 214 in. spacing, 
as is common practice when cedar shingles are used.

sheathing tightly together. We then furnish dressed and matched 
sheathing at an additional cost.
